The beds in the Niagara-on- 
the-Lake Hospital will be gone 
by April, the Niagara Health 
System announced Monday. 

But in the meantime, the 
NHS will work with a local steer¬ 
ing committee to plan "a better 
model of care" for NOTL resi¬ 
dents, while also determining 
the future of the hospital site. 

In the coming months, the 
22 beds at the hospital "will 
close incrementally as patients 
currently in beds move to the 
next stages in their care - for 
example, either by being dis¬ 
charged home, or moving on to 
another setting like long-term 
care," the announcement 
states.

the 1970s has only 10 feet 
of cover, and could easily 
leach to the river. He’s 
basing his concerns on a 
letter from Niagara 
County vice chair Clyde 
Burmaster, who is seek¬ 
ing support from politi¬ 
cians on the Canadian 
side of the river. 

“Now is the time for us 
to get involved, along 
with the province and the 
feds. We haven’t been 
involved at all, and we 
should be. We as 
Canadians actively share 
the water.” 

Burmaster, vice chair 
of Niagara County, con¬ 
tacted Burroughs in July 
to ask for help. He attend¬ 


ed a public meeting on 
that side of the river, and 
hopes to find support 
that would stop the 
expansion of the landfill 
site and the continued 
pollution of the river and 
great lakes. 

Burmaster wants 
Canadians to take part in 
the hearings against the 
dump expansion, said 
Burroughs. 

“So many of us use the 
river for boating, fishing 
and even swimming. We 
need to affect change. It’s 
important to us as 
Canadians—each of us 
needs to be concerned. 
We need to make our 
voices heard.”

the Niagara River. 

PCBs and other toxic 
materials collected at the 
site are legally discharged 
into the Niagara River, 
Burroughs said, and the 
amount will only increase 
if the expansion at the 
landfill is allowed. 

"Niagara County is 
fighting it as hard as it 
can, and they need our 
help,” says Burroughs, an 
environmentalist who 
also supported Operation 
Clean when it was fight¬ 
ing the dumping of toxic 

“If Margherita was 
here she’d be up to speed 
and making sure we’d be 
fighting along with her.

Hospital announcement unsettling 


We knew it was coming, but having a 
date makes it real. 

By April, the beds at the NOTL 
Hospital will be closed, and in coming 
months, we can expect a decision about 
what will happen to the building and the 
property. 

The hospital has a history, and long¬ 
time residents consider it an important 
part of the community. Not to mention it 
is a beautiful building that has had mil¬ 
lions of dollars of renovations and inte¬ 
rior upgrades, much of the work financed 
through the generosity of locals. 

The hospital has been threatened 
with closure before, but until now, 
through the commitment of strong sup¬ 
porters, has escaped that fate, although 
its services have been reduced drasti¬ 
cally in recent decades. 

Those involved in the steering com¬ 
mittee that will decide the future of the 
hospital and what a health centre might 


look like say they are excited about the 
discussions ahead. 

There are major players involved, all 
working toward a better level of service 
than our residents have now, and also 
willing and even anxious to get on with 
public consultations - but without beds, 
it’s a tough pill to swallow. 

The news of the loss of hospital beds 
serving the community, while expected, 
is distressing—there may not be many, 
but their importance to our seniors who 
may not have transportation to the larger 
hospitals and who feel more comfort¬ 
able close to home should not be under¬ 
estimated. 

We have to hope the beds can be 
made available close to home, possibly 
through a partnership with the region in 
a long-term care facility. 

Without them, it will be difficult to 
accept that health care in NOTL has 
been improved for residents.

Other activities in the 
site, such as the family 
health team doctors who 
rent offices, a walk-in clinic 
staffed by a nurse practitio¬ 
ner, X-ray, ultrasound, lab¬ 
oratory and physiotherapy 
services, will remain dur¬ 
ing the planning stages. 

Public consultation will 
play a role in determining 
what services will continue 
to be provided, and where, 
says Dr. Suzanne Johnston, 
who took over as president 
of the NHS last week. 

She envisions no 
decrease to the number of 
beds in the region, although 
some may be “re-invented 
for a different use,” she 
says, adding the end result 
could even be hospital 
beds for palliative or com¬ 


plex continuing care locat¬ 
ed elsewhere in Niagara- 
on-the-Lake. 

The bed closure is nec¬ 
essary to fulfill the terms of 
Dr. Kevin Smith’s plan, 
released more than two 
years ago, for the overall 
health system plan for the 
Niagara region, said 
Johnston. 

The date was made pub¬ 
lic following discussions 
with the NOTL hospital 
staff last week, as required 
by union agreement. 

A local steering com¬ 
mittee working on what 
health care in NOTL could 
look like after the closure 
of the hospital will contin¬ 
ue with representatives of 
the NHS, the family health 
team, Niagara emergency 
services, theNOTLHospital 
Foundation and the Local 


Health IntegrationNetwork 
(LHIN) as well as a local 
resident representative and 
Lord Mayor Dave Eke. 

The steering committee 
will look at the future of the 
NOTL hospital building 
and property, what servic¬ 
es will continue to be pro¬ 
vided and where. Public 
consultations will be held 
Oct. 1 and 2, and no deci¬ 
sions will be made without 
that input, said Johnston. 

She said NOTL has good 
team members and com¬ 
mitted physicians who care 
passionately about local 
health care, as well as pow¬ 
erful partners, making up a 
“visionary group” focused 
on providing the best 
health care possible for the 
community. 

“We have the potential 
to be a role model for the 


rest of the province," she 
said. “The NHS is at the 
table and very excited to be 

Family health team 
executive director Maria 
Bau-Coote will continue to 
chair the committee. 

She too is excited about 
the strength of the part¬ 
ners, including the LHIN 
and the NHS, who will be 
part of the discussion about 
NOTL health care, and 
their ability to make things 
happen. 

“I can’t say enough 
about how great this is,” 
she said. 

When residents attend 
the public consultation 
sessions, they will be given 
the final report of the NOTL 
steering committee, which 
has never been released. 

It will not make recom¬ 


mendations ofwhat should 
happen to the NOTL hos¬ 
pital site, where the family 
health team will be locat¬ 
ed, or what services will be 
provided, says Bau-Coote. 

“We don’t currently 
have those answers. We 
need to bring residents into 
the discussion." 

Several working groups 
will be developed to deal 
with those issues, drawing 
on the expertise of NOTL 
residents who put their 
names forward. 

Although the current 
hospital site, the former 
high school or a new build¬ 
ing have all been discussed, 
“nothing has been decided, 
nothing has been eliminat¬ 
ed. It's possible we could 
have residents with other 
ideas for locations, proper¬ 
ties we’re not even aware 


of.” 

While she understands 
the bed closures will be of 
major concern to some, 
only about eight to 10 are 
used by NOTL residents, 
she said. 

“But we recognize that’s 
still 10 beds used by NOTL 
residents. Can we get eight 
to 10 beds somewhere in 
NOTL? That’s something 
we’ll be looking at.”

“I can’t help wondering 
what information has been 
withheld. We don't know 
what’s in the (steering com¬ 
mittee) report. We're left to 
listen to rumors. There are a 
few people who may use this 


as electioneering, while oth¬ 
ers just want to know the 

It would have been better 
for the report to have been 
released before the end of 
the term, when it could have 
been discussed at council, 
he said. 

“We haven’t seen the 
minutes of the committee, 
we didn’t see the draft report. 
I understand it’s not a Town 
committee, but we didn’t 
even get updates." 

The committee was 
intended to be “divorced” 
from the Town, said Lord 
Mayor Dave Eke, who was a 
member of the original steer¬ 
ing committee that produced 
the report and will sit on the 
newly-formed body as well.

ried a $155 fine but that 
was increased earlier this 
year to $280. 

And, that amount could 
soon rise again. 

Transportation Minister 
Steven Del Duca 
announced recently he 
wants to increase the fine 
to $1,000 and three demer¬ 
it points.

NOTL ideal location for 
Catholic high school, 
candidate tells board 


There could be as 
many as 1,000 students 
attending in just a few 
years, says Pat Darte

When Pat Darte announced he 
was taking his second run at the 
job of lord mayor of Niagara-on- 
the-Lake, he said his "biggest, bold¬ 
est” issue is a high school for 
NOTL. 

He was working on a plan, he 
said, but he wasn’t ready to talk 
about it. This week, he was ready to 
talk - to the Niagara District Catholic 
School Board. 

The Catholic school board is the 
local system that best aligns with 
the belief in schools as community 
hubs, he said in a proposal to the 
board, pledging support for a high 
school that would offer Grades 7 
through 12. 

“There is a need to develop a 
plan that embraces schools as com¬ 
munity hubs, and utilizes our 
resources effectively toward build¬ 
ing a new vision for education 
going forward, “ said Darte in his 
submission to the board. 

"We acknowledge that the 
school board is the expert in edu¬ 
cation. We ask for the opportunity 
to work together with the board on 
this plan. This plan could encom¬ 
pass, but is not restricted to, a new 
school building, a formal theatre, 
an artificial turf multi-purpose 
sports field and development of 
innovative specialty programs." 

The community would work 
with the board in forming partner¬ 
ships, both program and financial, 
with local businesses and educa¬ 
tional institutions, he said. 

“These partnerships are a key to 
the success of the school. It is easy 
to envision a natural alignment 
with community partners such as 
the Niagara Parks Commission, 
Niagara College, The Shaw Festival 
Theatre, and others." 

Younger families are settling in 
town, he said, offering to work with 
the board to plan for growth, 
attracting NOTL students who now

travel to Niagara Falls and St. 
Catharines. 

“Given the right support, poli¬ 
cies and physical environment, 
enrolment at a new secondary 
school (Grades 7 to 12) in Niagara- 
on-the-Lake can reach over 1,000 
students within the first three 
years," he said, with the potential 
for even greater growth, taking into 
consideration additional opportu¬ 
nities for attracting international 
students and other specialized pro¬ 
gramming. 

“Our community is ready and 
willing to work with the board to 
centre our schools as community 
hubs. We are committed to driving 
enrolment based on this value,” he 

Darte says his proposal to the 
board, called Building a Stronger 
Community, is meant to “provide 
ideas to start the conversation.” 

The town has already lost one 
high school, one elementary school 
and is scheduled to lose its hospi¬ 
tal, he said. 

“Those are massive losses to any 
community and it needs to stop." 
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End of the line for Lyndesfarne after nine-year struggle 


Deficit made 
continuing 
difficult, says 
co-founder 

John Law

There will be no encore 
for Lyndesfarne Theatre 
Projects. 

After nine seasons, the 
company with roots in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake 
announced it won’t be 
returning this year. 

In light of the group’s 
finances, co-founder Kelly 


Daniels said it was a "fairly 
easy decision” to drop the 

“We just couldn’t keep 
going on,” the NOTL resi¬ 
dent said last Thursday. 

"The stress of having to 
do much with so few staff 
resources...the constant 
asking of applying for little 
pockets of money here and 
there. 

“I will not miss asking 
people for money." 

Daniels started the com¬ 
pany with husband and 
Shaw Festival actor Ric Reid 
in 2005, operating out of 
the 120-seat Sullivan 
Mahoney Courthouse 
Theatre in downtown St. 


Catharines. Its professional, 
often edgy productions 
quickly earned a local fol¬ 
lowing. 

In 2012 the company 
moved to Niagara Falls to 
take advantage of the 310- 
seat Seneca Queen Theatre 
on Queen St. Its first season 
included The Woman in 
Black and the George F. 
Walker play Criminal 
Genius. 

Crowds were sparse to 
start, but Daniels was bur¬ 
dened by something worse: 
The theatre’s utility bills. 

“We had no idea what 
the utilities were going to 
be,” said Daniels. 

“We paid probably over 


$50,000 in the last two years 
in utilities alone.” 

The high costs forced 
Lyndesfarne out of the 
Seneca Queen at the end of 
its second season in April, 
though Daniels said the 
company would rent the 
venue for individual 
shows. 

But when it came time 
to start work on a third sea¬ 
son, which would have 
begun this fall, she couldn’t 
bear the stress any more. 

"Carrying the deficit we 
had made it really, really 
difficult," she said. 

"I can’t continue on in 
the capacity of artistic 
director as a volunteer any 


“It’s not feasible for my 
personal situation, and 
really not for the health of 
the organization either. Can 
you say bum out?” 

While attendance was 
up last season, Daniels said 
it was a constant struggle 
bringing theatre crowds 
downtown, even with Shaw 
Festival actors and prestige 
plays - the company's final 
show was the world pre¬ 
miere of George F. Walker’s 
The Ravine. 

“It certainly isn’t easy,” 
she said. “It’s not just 
Niagara. Theatre across the 
country is having its ups 
and downs right now." 


Over its nine years, the 
company staged 21 pro¬ 
ductions and held several 
workshops, classes and 
programs for aspiring per¬ 
formers. 

Reid is currently per¬ 
forming with the Shaw 
Festival. Daniels will look 
into freelance directing and 
teaching. 

“I aimed really high,” she 
said of Lyndesfame’s nine- 

“I had a bit of ambition 
there. But had I not had the 
support of Ric and the 
board members ... we 
wouldn't have gone as far 
as we did.”

Maggiolo wasn't surprised 
to leant about a drug sweep 
Monday that busted a crimi¬ 
nal organization allegedly 
importing cocaine from 
Mexico through the U.S. and 
into Canada. Three of the 14 
people arrested were from 
Niagara. 

“Niagara has been a sleepy 
hollow for so many years. It 
was in our backyard and peo¬ 
ple just didn't pay attention to 
it,” said Maggiolo, who retired 
in 2012 and is now running 
for a council seat in Niagara 
Falls. Maggiolo was the lead 
investigator behind Project 
Ink, the biggest drug bust ever 
in Niagara that ended a drug 
ring attempting to smuggle 
400 kilograms of cocaine a 
week into Canada. The 
importation and distribution 
ring was said to be worth 
nearly $2 billion a year. 

Police at the time of the 
Project Ink raids said it was a 
big enough bust that it would 
change the street value of 
cocaine in Canada. But 
Maggiolo said he expected 
someone else to step into the 
kingpin role. 

_ "This just tells 

you we’re just at the 
tip. People don’t 
want to admit it’s 
happening in their 
backyards.” 

Niagara's role in 
the drug trade 
comes down to 
access, he said. "It’s 
a gateway. Niagara 
is surrounded by 
two lakes, we have 
the river and three 
international bridg¬ 
es with tractor trail¬ 
ers coming back 
and forth." 

But NRP Staff 
SgLShawnClarkson, 
who took over after 
Maggiolo retired, 
said the latest drug 
bust proves Niagara 
isn’t the only point 
of entry for thugs. 

"This project 
uncovered informa¬ 
tion that yes, the 
border point in 
Niagara does have 
(drugs) coming 
through it, but it’s 
also coming up 
through Montreal,” 
he said, adding that 
drugs are often 
shipped from 
Central and South 
America to Canada 
via the oceans.

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Take measures now to prevent head injuries this winter 


The majority of head 
injuries occur either among 
youth in sports, or seniors 
who fail," began the first 
InfoHealth presentation of 
the season at NOTL Library. 

"Head Injuries: What you 
need to know” was present¬ 
ed by second year medical 
students Laurel 

Charlesworth and Clara 
Sellers. Charlesworth and 
Sellers are studying at the 
Niagara Campus of the 
DeGrooteSchoolofMedicine 
based at the St. Catharines 
Hospital, and supervised by 
Dr. Kathy Swayze, and were 
joined by Samantha Dillman, 
an athletic therapist. 

In case studies presented 
by the students it was noted 
that a mild concussion can

result without a bump to the 

A jolt to the brain, caus¬ 
ing the brain to impact the 
skull, can occur when sig¬ 
nificant body motion causes 
the head to rapidly move 


back and forth. 

While not feeling like an 
immediate injury to the head 
the rapid motion impact can 
change the brain’s blood 
flow. Like a slow developing 
bruise, it may be a few hours 
or days later that the symp¬ 
toms of a concussion are 
noticed. 

Charlesworth and Sellers 
identified situations in which 
head injuries are not taken 
seriously. In sports the desire 
to play, on the part of play¬ 
ers, coaches and parents 
often overshadows safety 
concerns. 

Common among men 
who experience a fall is the 
denial that they were hurt, or 
that a bump simply needs to 
be walked off. The danger is 


that with each head injury 
the damage becomes accu¬ 
mulated, we learned. 

Patients with symptoms 
of concussion often fail to 
mention to the examining 
doctor that a few days previ¬ 
ously they experienced a fall 
or bump. This is a leading 
cause as to why concussions 
are not promptly recognized 
and treated. 

This topic was timely as 
the winter season approach¬ 
es. To avoid head injury 
hockey players should heed 
the advice: If in doubt, sit it 

For coaches it is impor¬ 
tant to have an assistant who 
is in charge of monitoring 
injuries, as they can take 
time to check with players. 


and insist players follow a 
'return to play’ procedure. 
This might include a no con¬ 
tact, ‘red shirt,’ practice. 

For mature adults a 
'return to work’ procedure 
may include a72hourrestor 
a temporary change in work 
activity. While ‘return to play 
or work procedures are dif¬ 
ficult to impose minor inju¬ 
ries not taken seriously can 
lead to permanent damage. 

Before the winter season 
begins is the time to take 
action to prevent head inju¬ 
ries, we were told. 

Suggestions for preven¬ 
tion strategies included 
proper helmet protection, 
seat belt use, homes that are 
well lit and obstacle free, and 
being proactive with head 


injury policies at school, 
sports, and workplaces. 

It was noted particularly 
for seniors to have handrails 
installed, and to arrange for 
snow removal which 
includes salt and sand on 
walkways.
